He em- 
phasized the fact that the slug-line 
of every head must appear at the 
top ot Its story to insure the print- 
ing of the copy.

A 60-yard touchdown run by Norm ITnlford wns the out- 
standing factor as the hard-fighting McGill 'Rcdmcn racked up 
their initial grid victory of the season over the liighly touted Ver- 
dun Grads on Saturday afternoon nt Molson's Stadium. The pay- 
off came early in the fourth quarter when Halford intercepted a 
long Verdun' forward and galloped unmolested into the Grnd's 
end zone to give the Rcdmen a commnnding lend. Prior to this 
spectactilar play,McGill led 2-0 by virtue of two well-placed 
kicks off the toe of Jon Ballon. These came in the second and 

'>third quarters after McGill grid- 
ders lind pushed their way deep 
into their opponents territory. 

The Grads sorely missed the 
services of llicir two cracker- 
jack backfielders, Phil Dalgleish 
and Buddy Atchison and had 
not Spcrdnkos unleashed some 
exceptionally long kicks, the 
score would have been much 
greater than 7-0 in favour of 
McGill. . Time and time again 
the Rédmcn doggedly pushed 
their way into Verdun territory 
only to be pushed back by a 
towering hoist of 45 or 50 yards 
McGlll's Power 
From the iniUal kick-off, McGil 
showed a much ^ more powerft£ 
teem than was beaten by Navy lasi 
week.' Farllnger and Dixon showed 
a sample of plunging power when 
they combined for a first down on 
two occasions. Farllnger also show- 
ed great elusivencss in running 
back kicks. The Rcdmen' were in 
scoring position twice during the 
quarter and both times quarter- 
back D'Arcy Quinn unleashed for- 
ward passes in an attempt to score 
a quick touchdown. Two of these 
were incomplete while Leo Ban- 
dlera, a former Queen's star made 
a sensational shoe-string catch to 
intercept the third one.

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Student Veterans 

As the war draws slowly to its end, the men 
who have been actively waging that war are 
coming home. They are coming back to a coun- 
try that has prepared itself legislatively to re- 
absorb its fighting men into the everyday activ- 
ities of civilized and peaceful life. 

These men, it was early recognized, must 
be trained out of the ser^'iccs as they were 
trained into them. After strenuously learning 
and practicing the art of wnr, they must learn 
anew the arts of peace. For many, rehabilita- 
tion means taking up where they left off when 
they joined the forces; for others, it means pre- 
paring for a different sort of life than the one 
they left behind them. For all, it is a recog- 
nition that their service has been the indispen- 
sable one, that they have constituted the spear- 
head, the instrument, which the home front has 
been organized to back up. 

This campus has a share in that recog-"" 
• nition. Làêlryear a dozen returned men entered 
courses at McGill; this year half a hundred are 
enrolled. In the years to come, many hundreds 
are expected, and the University is already 
thinking in terms of accommodating "some- 
thing like twice the number of students now 
enrolled." This means, that it may be pos.?iblc 
to teach a couple of thousaiSd veterans, in ad- 
dition to the ordinary registration of almost 
three thousands students. 

The numbers of these student veterans will 
of itself have a terrific effect on the student 
body's activities. But on top of this is the fact 
that these veterans are not mere freshmen to 
be routinely absorbed into the ways of the 
campus. They are mature men who have, many 
of them, seen life see-saw with death; at the 
very least, they have met life face-to-face. 
That is something which differcntintes them 
rather sharply from the average high-school 
graduates who enter college, even in these 
times. 

It might be supposed that since these men 
have been for months and years living under 
conditions of discipline and order, that they 
might have difficulty in readjusting them- 
selves to a course of studies in which their 
success depends on their initiative and per- 
sonal effort, and nothing more. Senior stu- 
dents may recall the similar transition from 
the prodding of high-school work to the freer 
atmosphere of college. But a personal contact 
with the veterans themselves will dispel such 
notions. They are for the most part a sturdy, 
independent lot, whose discipline is not goose- 
stepping. Their problem is rather that of ad- 
justing themselves to a quiet orderly routine 
of lectures and labs; for they have been accus- 
tomed to living, not to learning. 

The veterans are to be welcomed for what 
we hope will be the increased infusion of re- 
sponsible attitude which they will bring with 
them. Their past experience and their evidèht 
hopes for the future — since they are taking the 
pains to train and educate themselves — arc 
combined with the dependence of most of them 
upon the government's allowance. They are 
eager to partake of a university's . bonèf its— 
Booial, as well as educational— while they are 
attending its courses; but they are just as eager 
to have thèir learning behind them, fo^ their 
growing pains are over. 

There will undoubtedly arise problems in 
connection with the veterans' adjustment to 
student life. These -problems will be dealt with 
as they coine up. In the meantime, we who 
have not paid in years and in disabilities can 
do no less than our utmost in making the stu- 
dent vets feel an integral part of our campus.

THE DAILY MEETS 

RABBI BENJAMIN KAHN

In conversing with Rabbi Kahn, 
we had in mind three specific ques- 
tions. Firstly, what Is to constitute 
the general purpose and function of 
the Hillel Foundation at McGUl 
University? Secondly, what activ- 
ities will be embraced by Hillel's 
program? And thirdly, what pre- 
dictions could Rabbi Kahn offer out 
of his experience with similar 
groups in the United States? 

liioughtfully answering our ques- 
tions In a sofr American accent. 
Rabbi Kahn inevitably revealed 
much of himself. We knew that he 
was a graduate of Harvard Univer- 
sity and of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, and that he 
has come to McGill fsom Fenn 
State, where he taught sociology 
and served as civilian chaplain to 
the armed forces stationed there. 
We learned that he entered Hillel 
in the fall of 1040, when there were 
forty units in the United States and 
none in Canada; today yiore arc 
three units in Canada, while the 
United States has more than 150 
Hillel groups. 

'The activities of a Hillel group 
on any campus are both social and 
cultural," said Rabbi Kahn; "the 
major aim is to provide the activ- 
ities the students themselves want. 
The group is primarily student-di- 
rected, and is operated by commit- 
tees and their chairmen; It ii a 
democratic structure^ and its char- 
acter is determined by the masses 
of its membership." 

"The Hillel program Includes all 




the expressions of Jewish life and 
culture," he continued, "and any 
student may participate voluntar- 
ily in any of them." Study groups, 
forums, lectures, clubs, and classes 
will be stressed: there will be 
courses In Hebrew language and 
literature, both elementary and ad- 
vanced, which BabbI Kahn wlU 
teach himself. "The application of 
the ethics of the Bible is most im- 
portant," .he said; "they have a 
great deal to contribute to society 
today. It is essential to achieve a 
critical awareness of modern so- 
ciety and of the Jewish position In 

it" . . ..- , 



"Judaism," said Rabbi Kahn, "re- 
presents Western ethics, and is 
actually the -mother of them. This 
war has placed -the Judaio-Chris- 
tlan civilization 'under attack; we 
have a special responsibility in 
defending It" 

We spoke, finally, ot the Inter- 
faith program which has been an 
outstanding feature of Hillel 
wherever It has been established. 
"Judaism, Christianity and Moham- 
medanism all have much In com- 
mon," said the Rabbi; "all three 
are monotheistic religions, and 
bear the common ideals of the 
brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood of God. But It is their 
common responsibility that makes 
an understanding between them 
most important 

"Mahatma Gandhi said that re- 
ligions are different paths leading 
to the same goal. Mutual under- 
standing is the ultimate Ideal, for 
most of us are brought up knowing 
only our own traditions, and it is 
the knowledge of what other re- 
ligions stand for that makes the 
common responsibility emerge. But 
at the same time, one cannot Inter- 
fere with :bo integrity of each par- 
ticipant religion. Differences are 
important and must be maintained; 
It is practically impossible to melt 
all religions down Into one— each 
one is too sUongly based In its cul- 
tural traditions. But for the future 
of tho world, religions will have to 



poll their resources." It is Rabbi 
Kahn's personal hope that an Inter- 
faith council win eventually be es- 
tablished at McGIU. 

"Religion has abstracted Itself 
from tho world and Its problems," 
he said, "but this is being reversed 
by progressive teachers. There is 



no simple solution to the future o{ 
religion; and I am against the 

over-simplification of a complex 
problem— we live In a complex so- 
ciety, and our problems have com- 
plex solutions."

Movie Reviews 



AT THE PALACE 
To write a story Is easy— even 
a good story, as stories go; and 
even If that story must be translat- 
ed by radio or the stage or screen 
into a concrete representation of 
men and events, the task is not 
insuperably difficult ifut to cap- 
ture the last minute intangibles 
that make up human nature, and 
to give each one a vital significance 
and a separate contribution to the 
pattern of a character, is a refine- 
ment of artistry that . few ever 
achieve. 

Preston Sturges' "Hail the Con- 
quering Hero", Is one of those rare 
achlcvemmts'-^'w'iKssay In human- 
ity of the standard of "Claudia", 
or "Captains Courageous", br best 
"A Man to Remember". Despite its 
many faults- its comedy never 
matches "The Miracle of Morgan's 
Creek", and it yields its last naif- 
minute to palpably unnecessary 
flag-waving — it emerges as one of 
the few great contributions of the 
generation, by virtue of the utter 
reality of Its people and its prob- 
lems. 

It needs, of course, both Eddie 
Bracken and William . Demarest, 
with excellent support from all ex- 
cept Ella Raines (though a very 
pretty girl) as the female lead. The 
more one thinks ot It the more 
faults one recalls— and yet the 
characters of the unwilling, unde- 
serving hero, and ot his adoring 
mother, and above all of the shell- 
schocked boy troubled by a moth- 
er-complex, set this picttire above 
a host of others that have tried to 
be mora than just comedies and 
failed. It is the best that Preston 
Sturges has yet turned out and it 
will merit him Inunortality If he 
never does another. By all means 



"Hail the Conquering Hero"— his 
namé, It seems, Is Preston Sturges.

To the Editor, McGiU Daily. , 
Dear Sir, — Mr. Gonsalves ' has 
written a reply to my article on the 
"Palestine Incident", which appear- 
ed under Political Comment on Oct. 
19. 1 appreciate his interest but fear 
he is misinformed to some extent 
and has misunderstood the main 
Idea ot my article. I shall attempt 
to clear up his doubts In this let- 
ter, and if possible, elaborate fur- 
ther on the subject of the Jews in 
Palestine in articles which I shall 
submit to the Daily as soon as my 
research is completed. 

The main theme of my article was 
that whereas the Arabs rose in a 
small scale revolt which took a 
small army to put down in 1937-38, 
this was not held against' them 
afterwards. Now, thé entire nation 
of Jews in Palèsttne are being held 
responsible for a few acts of terror- 
Ism by a very small group of mili- 
tant Jews who have been expelled 
from the Zionist Party. This Is the 
hyprocrisy to which I refer . . . this 
reversing ot the telescope, as it 
were, so as to completely minimize 
a substantial affair, as in the Arab 
riots, and to make a mountain out 
,ot 1^ mole-hill In the case of the 
outcast Jewish terrorists. It is an 
obvious attempt to discredit Pales- 
tinian Jewry in the eyes ot the 
world.

"The Land of my Moth- 
er"', described the cities of Poland, 
with their contrasting ancient and 
modern architecture. Scenes of 
modern administrative buildings, of 
ancient cathtidrals, of snow-covered 
mountains and limpid lakes alter- 
nated \vilh tableaux of tapestries 
porlraying the history of Poland. 

Miss.ZofJa Maslowska then sang 
the favorite melodies of the capital 
In a strong, clear voice. She was 
accompanied af the piano by Mrs. 
H. Nikitin. 

Flt.-Lt. Oehalskl delighted the 
audience with his rendition of the 
"Warsaw Concerto". "Warsaw as 1 
Knew It" was the topic of a speech 
delivered in Polish by Flt.-Lt, T. 
Kolodzlcjskl. He protraycd in 
strong language the blllcr struggle 
waged In the city of Warsaw by 
the heroic inhabitants. He hoped 
that the world would realize the 
eacritice of these fallen heroes. 

There followed the beautiful and 
melodlus Polonaise Opus 40 No. 1 
A major by Chopin skillfully play- 
ey by the blind Anthony Zaploski. 

"Fortepian Chopina Norwid", t 
dramatic poem, delivered by Mrs. 
J. Poznaska was spoken with great 
emotion though the meaning was 
unfortunately lost due to ignorance 
of the language. 

Following the intermission, Mr. 
B.^Ll'|Mlc|^impressed tthev audience 
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with his interpretation of the mo- 
dern Polish poem, "Alarm" by 
Slonlmskl. 
"Silence. 

Above in the skies 
Tinkling and roaring. 
...trembles and dies. 
And is back... 
Burst! 

Straight into the depth. 
One, Two, Three. 
Scries of. bombs 
Falling. Falling. Falling." 

This excerpt reveals the similarity 
between modern poetry, English 
and Polish. 

Ainong the guest 'speakers was 
the Consul-Gencral of Poland, Dr. 
Tadcusz Brzezinskl, who delivered 
a long speech in Polish. 

Another short poem, "Plesn War- 
szawy", was vigorously rendered by 
Mr. Lipski. who moved the audi- 
ence with his mystical gestures. 

Flt.-Lt. J. Ochaiski"8ang two 
Polish folk songs with his own ar- 
rangement. His charming tenoir 
voice captivated the audience and 
brought back nostalgic memories of 
pre-war Poland. 

On a background of soft organ 
music, Mr. Lipski recited the 
"Swicty Boze" by Kazlmicrz Wier- 
zinski". Mrs. Nikitin was the ac- 
companist. 

Anthony Zaplaski was heard 
again, playing Chopin's"Etude Opus 
10 No. 12 in C minor. 

The program concluded with an- 
other dramatic poem "Modlitwa za 
umarlych" by Kazlmierz Wierzinski, 
recited by Mrs. Poznaska.

Fouchcr, the future of Canadian 
Mexican relations was discussed. 
After pointing out the previous 
lack of interest of Canada in Latin 
America and vice versa, he proceed- 
ed to praise the work of student 
groups in strengthening the cultural 
relation between the two counties. 
He was of ttie opinion that students 
have contributed a great real in 
the respect and hopes that other 
trips of a similar nature will be 
planned in the near future.

Such a film was "Casablanca" 
and "The Human Comedy" 'and 
"Mrs. Miniver", such a film is 'Mr. 
Skcffington", now in Its second 
week at Loew's. 

Based on the best-seller by "Eli- 
zabeth", the story of "Mr. Skcffing- 
ton" is, oddly enough, the story of 
Mrs. Skcffington. The film does not 
depend on technicolor, elaborate 
sets or orfginal photography for its 
effectiveness, but as in Shake- 
pcaro'a plays, a triumphant result 
is due to the astute Interpretation 
and skill of the performers. The 
story concerns a woman, th^ sort 
of woman men talk about when 
they say "What a woman" She is 
beautiful. Intriguing, heartless and 
clever; she thrives on the admira- 
tion of men but she never returns 
love with love. Her puppy-doggish 
husband watches patiently and 
pathetically, knowing that in marry- 
ing her he has owned but never 
possessed her. The tragedy of Mrs, 
Skefflngton's life is the tragedy of 
every woman:— the advance of age 
and the time when she will no 
longer be wooed by men for her 
beauty and charm as a woman. The 
moral of the movie is to show the 
necessity of having a husband stor- 
ed up against such an eventuality. 

But even greater than the story is 
the brilliance of Bette Davis' per- 
formance. She knows well the tre- 
mendous possibilities in the speak- 
ing of a line, In a calculated glance, 
in the swagger of a, walk, and she 
welds each little detail into an un- 
Impeachably convincing portraiture. 
You sec her grow old In her basic 
nature as Mrs. Skcffington grew 
old, and you see her striving In 
vain to convince herself that she 
can still captivate men. Aided by a 
splendid make-up job, and an ex- 
traordinarily capable supporting 
cast, the Davis woman Is the focal 
point of the movie. . 

Claude Rains ,as Mr. Skcffington, 
was an admirable choice as the man 
to give a fine complimentary per- 
formance. If Bette Davis is the ac- 
tion of the movie. Rains is the at- 
mosphere, the background that 
shows her up dramatically. The re- 
mainder of the cast, largely consist- 
ing of Mrs. Skefflngton's would-be 
boyfriends, docs much to add to the 
enjoyment of the film. 

"Mr. Skcffington" ^^ill jusUy be 
among the films examined when 
the time for conferring the 1944 
Oscar comes around.

2. Apply in writing to the 
Athletics Manager setting forth 
in detail the reasons for the 
application. This must be ac- 
companied by a statement from 
the Captain or Manager, and 
Coach and a certificate of fit- 
ness from the University Med- 
ical Office. 

3. Appear In person before a 
regular meeting of the Students' 
Athletics Council. 

4. If the application is ap- 
proved by the Students' Ath- 
letics Council, It shall then be 
forwarded to the Advisory 
Athletics Board for ratification. 

5. Should any student take 
part in any athletic contest not 
Mivlng been sanctioned as 
above, or who is not personally 
qualified under the regulations 
regarding eligibility, medical 
examination, etc., such student 
shall be Immediately debarred 
from participation in all Uni- 
versity athletics. He shall be 
reported to the Advisory athle- 
tics Board, which body shall if 
It sees fit, suspend the offender 
from the University, if the con- 
sent of the Principal has been 
given, until Senate shall meet 
to deal with the matter. 

Outside Athletics are athle- 
tics not under the general su- 
pervision of the Students* 
Athletics Council of the Uni- 
versity or of the Canadian In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Union.
